Undo Sam Does Not Faro So Well in 
Ancient Colony. 

Washington, March lO.-rThe United 
States Is not meeting with the same 
commercial success in Newfoundland 
as in the Dominion of Canada, reports 
United States Consul Cornelius of St. 
Johns. In the Dominion the United 
States mercants' sales are 62 per cent, 
of the Imports, leading Great Britain 
by over $110,000,000, while in New- 
foundland the two competing coun- 
tries ranked nearly even after the 
American trade dropped; This, the 
consul adds, Is notwithstanding that 
the open trade door exists In New- 
foundland and the British enjoy a 
33 1-.'! per cent, preferential tariff ad- 
vantage in Canada.

Parliament's Irregularity 
Many members 'hold that Canada has 
reached the stage when a fixed date for 
the meeting of parliament should be 
decided upon. The present government 
have been great sinners in the matter of 
irregularity in calling parliament to- 
gether and prolonging the business of 
the session. Rarely in the first. six par- 
liaments of the Dominion did the ses- 
sion extend over a hundred days, 1885 
being the principal exception; but the 
average length '.:uder the Liberal admin- 
istration is 150 days. 'The record of all 
the years since confederation was 1003, 
which ran to 221! days. Had the gov- 
ernment decided to proceed with tariff 
revision this session doubtless its length 
would have almost equaled that of last 
year or 100I1. 

Naturally lion. Mr. Fielding is greatly 
disappointed that the tariff has to be 
postponed; but by meeting in November 
parliament, will have a better opportu- 
nity of considering this question more 
liberally, while the ministers will have 
more leisure to consider nil phases of 
the fiscal policy.

There-are 
certain conditions which indlealo the 
presence of a large area of undiscov- 
ered land in the Beaufort Sea, islands

"It la my intention to make sound- 
ings through the Ice, going from a. 
depo't in wnlch tho schooner will an- 
chor off the northwest of Banks Island 
to lfiO west and 70.30 north, taking 
provisions for 1-10 days— the calcxila- 
tions for this day have been made with 
thoroughness — and these soundings 
will clearly indicate whether il Will be 
necessary to proceed further north iu 
search or the land which 1 firmly be- 
lieve exists in the Beaufort sea.

Splendid Gathering of Loyal 
Canadians Held at Committee 
. Rooms Last Night. 



AN ABLE ADDRESS By BUFUS POPE 



Points at Issue in the Dominion 
Well Brought Out By Noted 
Campaign Orator. 



Speaking from the heart, with senti- 
ments that carried conviction to the 
whirls of his listeners, liufues Pope, ex- 
M. P. of Sherbrooke, Que., delivered a 
Thoughtful, stirring ami patriotic ad* 
dress' to the executive and members of 
the Liberal-Conservative association las: 
night that nwnkoued a degree of ontlni- 
sinsm rarely ever before interjected into 
a political body outside of a campaign 
preceding an election. for nearly two 
hours Mr. Pope lieM his audience to 
the clgsest attention as he elucidated, 
in a most happy ami vigorous ina liner, 
the principles ami doctrines of the din 
SCrvntivo party. 

.Not the least plea-ant feature of the 
impromptu meeting of Conservative 
workers was the presentation in ft. H. 
Oosnell, editor of the Colonist of a warm 
testimonial of appreciation for his work 
on behalf of the Conservative party of 
Victoria city. 

President A. B. MePhillip,s. K , ('.. 
occupied the chaii' and Introduced tint 
speaker of the evening as a "loyal and 
experienced gentleman who had eonie 
before them to give the henelit of his 
experience." 

Mr. Pope on rising received a hearty 
greeting, lie commenced his remarks 
with a summary of the present condi- 
tions of the .Conservative, party, ami 
stated that local conditions must nl- 
Ava.vs be considered the hasis of any or- 
gnnizi.fion. He was of the opinion that 



n man who had once occupied a gift at 
the hands of a part yowed to his party 
always a true allegiance, and n man 
who deviates in a time of need lowers 
himself in the esteem of his fellow- 
cit izens, 

The speaker hud observed nt the Con- 
servative rally in the opern house n 
noted absence of young men, and de- 
clared it was just as imperative to bnvo 
young recruits in a political army as it 
was in commercial and social life, With- 
out desiring to criticize the Liberal party, 
he said that from bis observations of 
many years in which lie had occasion to 
visit, most of the principal towns from 
ocean to ocean, he could .say without 
hesitation or fear of contradiction that 
the best elements of Canadian life, in- 
dustrial, professional and social, were 
Conservatives. Therefore he held that 
the moral stand inig of the party should 
so be upheld and made attractive as to 
gather within its folds ami so strengthen 
it. the young men, the future men of Can- 
ada. (Hear, hear.) He recognized that 
when the parly had leaned it.s weight 
and influence to men in public position, 
and they proved false to the party that 
they belong to, it was a hud check and 
discouraging to young men. 

He pointed out t lie men who had made 
possible

the men who had federated the nation, 

that hud girdled il wilh a Hi C steel 

and had formulated and built up a na- 
tional policy, should ever he held respect- 
ed by every Conservative and loyal Cnn- 
adiiin. Looking at il from the stand- 
point of Canadian history, the speaker 
said that the lirst necessity to strengthen 
the parly was in gather in the young 
men and inoeilluic litem with a belief ia 
the possibilities of the country, the foun- 
dations of which were well am! truly 
laid by Sir John -V. MllcdOllllld and his 
political associates, 

"Oct the young men, stand by them 
and give them your faith ami they will 
ret m o twofold value received fur it. 
Let them feel the promises of the future 
is fhejrs," lie declared, nmided applause, 
"and when yotl do good for the Conser- 
vative party you do good for Canada." 

Dwelling on the future possibilities of 
the Dominion, the speaker said thai con- 
federation was the thin edge of imperial- 
ism. The Conservative party had seen 
the great possibilities of agriculture in 
tli« Northwest; of the fisheries, timber 
and 'mineral resources of British Colum- 
bia, and the great industrial life of the 
Hast, which in time they knew would 
support the greatest white population 
under the British Hag. Then will come 
a great imperial federation, not that the 
Dominion itself will he changed, but 
thai with a white population of 50,000,- 



000 of people Canada will have a greater 
voice in the" 

Affairs of the British Nation 

"Was this not an inspiration for young 
men to look forward toV" he united. 

"Under these, circumstances, and the 
future will uril'olil them, there will be 
no lack for ambitious young men to 
take a part, not only in the political 
life of Canada, but of the whole em- 
pire." 

He declared that the Liberal party 
spent its time trying to stir up sec- 
tionalism and religious strife. " We 
And an appeal being made In Quebec 
to Induce men, because they are 
French-Canadians, to support a French^ 
Canadian prime minister," and he had 
been asked since be came to Victoria 
if the province of Quebec would ever 
retrieve itself. Quebec, he said, polled 
240,000 vutes all told, of which Hie 
Conservatives at the last general elec- 
tion, notwithstanding every conceiv- 
able inducement and corrupt practice, 
bad polled 110,000 votes; and ft' 6 to 7 
per cent, of the Liberal voting strength 
in that province was changed, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler would be beaten. Com- 
Ing back to local conditions, he said: 

"You must not only think you have 
a bard light on your hands; you havo 
not only to get young men and a ma- 
jority in your favor, but you've got 
to get some scheme whereby to get 
the votes into the ballot box, but also 
safely out again" (laughter, which led 
Mr. Pope up to reciting- the shameful 
incidents that happened In the Sas- 
katchewan provincial elections, when 
150 ballots were marked without any- 
one being near the poll. 

He said of Mr. Borden that when 
he gave his word It was good and no 
bonds were needed. (Cheers). "if 
he gets into power and makes you a 
promise, you'll get Its 

Full Faco Value 
When I say the Laurler government Is 
corrupt I say it for this reason — that 
you can find in every constituency 
from throe to four hundred men who 
are purchasable. Then, sir, If the con- 
trollng influence is corrupt, no one 
knows it better than their candidate, 
except the government organization 
that furnishes tbo money. 1 say, then, 
the government is corrupt, and I say 
also that when Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and his henchmen came Into Compton 
county and defeated me he knew that 
$46,000 was being spent by the organ- 
ization to win the seat, and therefore 
the whole administration was cog- 
nizant of the fact. Such corrupt prac- 
tices mean the weakening of the na- 
tion, and it is the duty of the young 
men to take a r.tep forward and defeat 
it. Let the young men go forward 
and fight the future political battles 
on clean lines and lay a new founda- 
tion." 

Next the speaker touched on the 
problems of national development, and 
after recounting a statement of Hon. 
Sydney Fisher, minister of agriculture, 
that Canada did not desire any prefer- 
ence with the Mother Country, he said 
It was with astonishment that he had 
read it, as Sir Wilfrid Laurler had 
previously declared at the hustings 
that lie would go as far as any Con- 
servative platform to obtain such a 
preference. 

He ably presented the policy of the 
party In the protection of home In- 
dustries, and showed how the United 
States had under a similar policy built 
Itself up In less than half a century 
as one of the most powerful nations In 
the world. "As Canadians let us be 
satisfied with a policy that has a tend- 
ency

for Canada's sake." (Cheers). "When 
Canada has 50,000,000 of white people, 
not Doukhobors, within her boundaries 
the British empire will be the most 
powerful nation on earth." 

The speaker wanted to hear of a 
single promise or the fulfilment of a 
single platform contained in the Lib- 
eral "Red Bible" of 1803— which, by the 
way, the party had seen fit to de- 
stroy— that the Grits bad kept, and, 
amid roars of laughter, said that the 
Conservatives had planted the seeds of 
a natlonnl policy; watered the trees 
and had made the pnrk which the 
Liberals were for the moment playing 
In. Ho contended that the evidence 
of a nation's commercial prosperity 
was when the volume of trade is In- 
creased by exports made out of the 
country's raw material, over the im- 
ports.

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A "BAND OF ADVENTURERS." 

It we eliminate from the minority 
report ot the Kaien Island investiga- 
tion the extraneous matter in the form 
of assumptions and inferences which 
has been imported Into the findings, 
we shall find left practically what 
forms the substance of the main report 
presented to the legislature. We pro- 
pose lo ileal at length and in detail 
with the Kaien Island matter, in order 
that the public "may not be confused 
or deceived by the glamor of misrep- 
resentation thrown, about it, both In 
the legislative csscmbly and in the 
press by clever but unscrupulous poli- 
ticians and journalists. By "clever" 
we mean the skilful methods by which 
they have developed an atmosphere of 
suspicion and wrong-doing nbout a 
transaction concerning which, from 
first lo last, so far as the government 
is concerned, there is not a circum- 
stance which will not bear the light of 
day. Thi' ground traversed is too 
extensive to deal satisfactorily with in 
one issue, and we propose to consider 
but one phase of it this morning. 1 

The expression, "a band of adven- 
turers tmale and female)," which was 
introduced into the report for the pur 
pose of creating an impression not 
warranted by facts, defeated the pur- 
pose the Cramers of the report had in 
view, assuming for the sake of argu- 
ment that they had the desire to pre- 
sent a view of the case that appealed 
honestly to themselves, A select com- 
mittee is essentially a judicial body, 
and t lie fact that the leader of the 
opposition is a legal gentleman of 
acknowledged standing, with possibly 
judicial aspirations, should have sug- 
gested to him the inadvlsabillty, not 
to speak of the unfairness, of depart- 
ing from judicial methods. In this 
instance he undoubtedly yielded to the 
temptation of discarding the mantle of 
the just judge for the garb of the reck- 
less politician. The use of the ex- 
pression Is responsible for the bitter- 
ness displayed In the debate on the 
adoption of the report of the commit- 
tee und the lack of dignity that char- 
acterized some phases of the discus- 
sion. It was an expression that ren- 
dered impossible official record of the 
minority report without the most em- 
phatic protest; and if at times that 
protest assumed a character that was 
distasteful to the authors, and unusual 
in a deliberative assembly, the onus 
rests upon the latter. 

When we come to consider carefully 
who are "adventurers" In thfs country 
and who are not, it would be difficult 
to draw a line of demarcation that 
would exclude a great many gentle- 
men in public life— we shall refrain 
from dragging the female portion of 
the community into this discussion — 
from a classification that was intended 
to have an application solely to mem- 
bers seated on the government 
benches and those who have at vari- 
ous times been associated with them 
in a business and political way. 

The ancient and honorable Hudson's 
Bay Company was once described in 
royal charter as "a company of ad- 
venturers" trading in the vicinity of 
Hudson Bay. This company included 
among its members royalty Itself. That 
fact in Itself might not have added to 
the business standing or moral worth 
of the corporation in question — be- 
cause Prince Rupert. the hist gover- 
nor, though a brave and dashing 
officer, would not be selected as an 
ideal for Sunday school purposes— but 
it goes to show that "adventurers" 
sometimes mingle in very "good" 
society. The term was, at least, not 
once considered as necessarily one Im- 
plying disgrace. Columbus was an 
adventurer, so was Brake, so was 
Cromwell, so were the Pilgrim Fathers. 
Of later years adventurers have come 
to be regarded as including n variety 
of classes of men and women — pirntes 
brigands, fortune hunters, social riff- 
raff, who hang upon tire skirts of polite 
society awaiting the favorable oppor- 
tunity to exploit it, marauders cf the 
public domain, "bunco-steerers," reck- 
less railway and company promoters 
bonus-seekers, gamblers, litterateurs 
of the Col. Mann class, who hold up 
wealthy men and corporations, black- 
mailers, political "go-betweens," bood- 
let'S, grafters, and, generally, the flot- 
sam and jetsam who drift hither and 
thither on the bosom of humanity's sea, 
nourished at the expense of the body 
politic, the creatures of chance, some- 
limes buffeted by wind and wave, 
.sometimes basking under sunny skies, 
sometimes making a safe harbor, but 
eventually, in the great majority of 
cases, piled tip as debris among the 
social wreckage that for ages has 
strewn the rocky coasts of life. 

Who are "adventurers" and who are 
not. adventurers, according to the de- 
tails of this miscellaneous catalogue? 
Who among us have not Binned? Let 
him cast the first stone at his neigh- 
bor. We shall, of course, exclude 
from consideration the "unco guld" and 
spotless leader of the opposition; but 
are there not many among the ranks 
of his supporters to whom we might 
not apply some of the attributes of fare.

some of the adventurous class, who 
seek fortune . In the bold game of 
clranee? Are there not some who 
have been tempted to cast their sheet 
anchor adrift at times, to drift with 
the unattached moral, social and poli- 
tical derelicts'.' Are there not some 
who have drilled with the temptress- 
Fate? 

In British Columbia politics— in 
Canadian politics— It Is treading upon 
dangerous grounds to enquire too 
closely into the earmarks of the "ad- 
venturer," of the male persuasion, it 
is ungallant to drag into our general- 
izations the female population. In the 
ordinary acceptation of the term we 
associate "a band of adventurers" with 
Wolves, marauders and social outcasts. 
It is a name that a Christian gentleman 
would not apply to those with whom, 
in ordinary business and social inter- 
course, he came into contact. An 
"adventurer," in the sense in which it 
was used. Is a person for whom the i 
honorable leader of the • opposition; 
would not be retained in his legal pro- 
fession, u person whom he would not 
Invite to his house, with Whom lie 
would not professionally have Inter- 
course, whom he would not meet at a 
club — that Is, if he be as particular in 
practice as his alleged precepts would 
imply. 

"A band of adventurers" — consider- t 
ing the designation its entirely con- j 
fined to men— is a hard" name to use | 
about other men in any walk of life. 
If the expression is intended to convey j 
till It really signifies, it would, if prop- j 
erly applied, exclude those lo whom It j 
refers from all courteous consldera- | 
tlon at the hands of the community.! 
If properly applied In this case, it 
places a stigma, upon the names of the 
gentlemen — we wean the persons — in 
question, which it would take years to 
blot out. It would place the seal of 
political infamy upon their careers. It 
would ostracize them from political as 
well as from polite circles for ever- 
more. If Mr. Macdonald has weighed 
well his words — and his friends point

has placed upon official record. If Mr. 
Macdonald met Mr. Larseu tomorrow, 
could he shake hands with him and 
say "I'm glad to meet you"? If Mr. 
Larsen should not recover from his 
serious illness, could the leader of the 
opposition rest easy in his conscience — 
assuming that he is sensitive In that 
respect — when those burning words on 
the official records — "a band of adven- 
turers (male and female)" — appear be- 
fore him?

Sir — A strong effort has recently been 
made by the Canadian Tin l'late & Sheet 
Steel company lo Induce the government I 
to put a duty of ;!.'! 1-3 per cent, on tin I 
plate. The tariff commission hefore which 
representatives of the company appeared 
have the matter under consideration, and 
from prWnt Indications it Is the prevail- 
ing opinion amongst those interested that 
the request of the Canada Tin Plate com- 
pany win not lie compiled with by the 
government: This Is owing to the em- 
puatlc and reasonable protests which have 
been made against the proposed duty from 
all parts of the Dominion. 

Cnuuers of lobster. Hunan haddle, kip- 
pered herring, etc., are alt of the opinion 
that there Is no tin plate in the world 
like that manufactured la Wales, ami they 
point to the fact that the largest Am- 
erican dinners doing business In this 
country use the Welsh plate la preference 
to that manufactured In their own country. 

Then again, it Is contended that tills 
new tin plate company could never hope 
to supply all the requirements of the Can- 
Itdlnn trade: that no- .single Welsh mill 
could do so, and It Is quoted in evidence 
of this f act. that some of the leading Can- 
adian Importing bouses represent "no less 
than six Welsh milts | n order to be able 
to till the requirements of the Canadian 
trade." 

It is obvious therefore flint lo place a 
duty on tin plate would be to tvork a hard- 
ship mi the people of Canada, as the cost 
of canned goods of every description and 
many household articles would be material- 
ly Increased without any adequate return 
to the country, 

A. SI. Bell, president of the Halifax 
board of trade. In an interview on the snli- 
jeci said: "Canada is not ripe for such an 
industry at the present lime, and will 
not be for a long period: we have only a 
population of a 111 tie more than six ml 1 - 
llone, whereas the United States had 
seventy millions before starting this In- 
dustry; then they were obliged to adopt 
Welsh methods in every way, and even 
today the American plate is not quite 
equal to the Welsh plate." 

Manufacturers In the Enst, both Liberals i 
and Conservatives, are a unit in oppos- 
ing the proposed change In the tariff, and 
have taken steps to impress their views 
on the government. Vancouver lias al- I 
ready gone on record as being against, the 
innovation. I think that Victoria should 
be heard from also In the matter.

The history of the runs of sockeye salm- 
on to the Eraser river led those Inter- 
esied to aaliidpale Ihe large run of (his 
season. Every cannery on the river, lit 
iiict, every one mi both sides of the In- 
ternational Hue. had made extensive prep- 
arations to handle Ihe tlsli. and the pack 
was fully up In expectations. The eateli 
is set forth In the cannery pack which Is 
attached to Ibis reporl. The pack of 
sockeye salmon In the l'mser district of 
the province' was S'!7. IS.ll eases, and in the 
l'uget Sound district .-SI7,12'.! -cases; a total 
of l.tjs-l.iili enses of sockeye salmon which 
were running lo the l-'raser. While the 
pack of this year does not equal that of 
lour years ago, it should he remembered 
Hint: the pack of 1!H>1 was by far the 
largest in the history of the industry.

Hilling these days there was 
hardly a boat in the district that did net 
catch lis two hundred 111 one drift. The 
result was that very few of the nets were 
in tlie water for more than a few hours 
out of every twenty-four. Many fish were 
thus enabled to puss the flsb'ing grounds. 

Tlie river was congested with Ms li on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, August 
2, .'! and -I. From (J a. in. or Friday, Aug- 
ust .0". unlll t! p. in. or Sunday, August 7. 
(the llsihing was discontinued, . and the 
salmon had a clear way in our own wat- 
ers.

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Fruit in the Cowichan Valley 

A Successful Experiment in Strawberry Growing Near Duncans.

This quotation is only one 
linger pointing to the fact that lite farm- 
ers of that country as well as this are 
beginning to realize that ill order to 
farm successfully they must know their 
business and study it quite as thoroughly 
as does the lawyer or tile' doctor. The 
farmer should not only follow ,i certain 
course of action, but he should know 
just why ho does in order Unit he may 
vary his course to suit, changing con- 
ditions. It is a criminal act for a phy- 
sician to proscribe a negligently wrong 
medicine or course of diet, and it. is at 
unyratc very foolish for a farmer to 
take a false step through Ignorance. 

On Vancouver island it is h surprising 
fuel that one cannot lind a score of fruit 
growers who understand their business 
and who apply the knowledge in a prac- 
tical way. The fact that a man has an 
orchard or that he grows pretty good 
apples does not make him a successful 
fruit farmer. He may even lake prizes 
at the local show and yet know little 
about his business. One of the iirst 
qualiticalious for the person about to 
enter the business is that he have a 
natural adaptability for horticulture or 
ai anyrate that he shall be willing to 
cive his whole thought to it until all the 
details are mastered. 

In my wanderings through the Cow- 
ichan valley 1 have not yet found one 
person who evidenced more than a pass- 
ing interest in his orchard, and the con- 
dition of every orchard I saw justifies 
the statemeut that the orchard is not 
considered of great, value except for 
j i he purpose of providing fruit for home 
/ use. All attempt has. however, been 
/ made to grow strawberries, and it is of 
this effort I wish to deal particularly 
right here. 

At SahotlaiU, some four or five miles 
from Duncan and a mile north of the 
Cowichan river, is a pretty little valley, 
at one end or which is a farm of one 
hundred and twenty acres, mostly 
cleared belonging to Mis. Robinson.

Some of the berries are preserved at. 
the time of picking, but the major por- 
tion are made into a pulp, from which 
jam is manufactured during the winter 
months. The chief advantage of this 
method of keeping is that the outlay for 
sugar does not come all at once, the jam 
being made as it is needed. In order 
lo pulp the berries they arc just brought 
to I he boil in tile preserving kettle, 
quickly transferred to a clean barrel 
through the vent hole anil corked down 
until needed.

A typi- 
cal job, which hail formerly occupied 
SO hours; was, after experience given 
a standard time of 00 hours. When 
first carried out under the bonus sys- 
tem the time actually taken was 45 
hours, the labor cost being reduced 
from £- 13s. Id. at piece-work rate to 
£1 17s. Cd. under the bonus system, 
while the wage of the worker was in- 
creased by 2d. per hour. Subsequently 
a repeat of this job was machined by 
the same man, who, having confidence 
that the time allowed would not be re- 
duced, finished tho work in 3!) hours, 
saving 21 hours on the standard time, 
reducing the cost to .£1 15s., and in- 
creasing his rate of pay by 2.8d. per 
hour. In successive fortnights after the 
Introduction of the system the percent- 
age of time saved on the time taken 
on piece-work In one particular case 
steadily advanced from 1(5 per cent, to 
■17 per cent., and ultimately the pay 
of the men per hour was increased 75 
per cent., while the saving to the em- 
ployer was 50 per cent.

Xow this question of griddle cakes is 
of interest to the woman who Is her 
own cook, and to the average man it 
is one upon which he Is ready to pass 
Judgment some hours before "occult- 
Ism" and "higher thought" can hope 
for entertainment.. • 1 would say at 
mice that "fritters"are not in any way 
related to griddle-cakes though some- 
times the name Is applied so. wrongly. 
Fritters are an attribute of the meal 
known as "tea" or (miscalled) "sup- 
per," while griddle-cakes, made by a 
different method, are the old reliable, 
breakfast luxury. 

In all probability the reason our 
friend's cakes do not meet her require-! 
— merits Is that she makes the mistake 
of using too much fat In baking them. I 
]u fact, she uses not enough fat forj 
Critters, and too much for griddle- 
cakes, the result being a rough, hard, | 
crispy surface, which sheds butter 
and syrup in little pools about the 
plate, in place of absorbing them, and 
becoming a little more delicious than 
before. 

A griddle should on no account be 
used for any other purpose than the one 
for which it is intended. Thus it is 
kept, smooth and ready to do good 
work. Occasionally rub the griddle 
with fine salt, then witli a greased 
cloth. Keep in some place protected 
from the dust, and never wet it, if

• Along— Work on Bridges 
Causes Some Delay. 



A Midway despatch to the Xclsou 
• Ncivh, d;ited March Tth says: 

Grading on the X:, V. & 13. i.ns been 
:' 'prosecuted continuously and has now 
' reached :i stage, that permits a reason 
able estimate io bo made of the time ot 
the road's arrival at Medley. 

A great deal of work Intel to lie done 
at Midway, principally in preparing the 
very large yards, but the SO-ton steam 
shovel which was at work there made 
•short W'V-k of that, and also of the var- 
ious heavy eats west of 'Midway that 
i ho first very difficult work was. en- 
countered. At .Meyers' (.'reek canyon a 
tunnel over SOOfeet long has to be con- 
structed, aad as work is being pushed 
on both ends, it is expected more rapid 
progress will be made. Other smaller 
tunnels between Midway anil Mblsou 
have been completed. A long, Jiigii 
seuii-eircular trestle which npproaches 
io within 20 feet of the American boun- 
dary has yet lo he built, and a Itieroi h-r 
much work remains to be done in the 
.Meyers' Crock valley. In the heavy 
work along the southern bank of Uo:k 
creek good progress has been made, 

Several bridges thai have .vet lo bo 
completed will delay traeklayiug. as the 
upper structure is rarely put on until 
brought up the track. After the track 
has been ballasted to Molson that will 
in all probability be the terminus for a 
lew weeks: the bridging of l he Okaua- 
gau and Similkamecn at Orovillc wili 
lake loo long lo warrant them holding 
Midway as the lerminus until trains cau 
he run' into Oroville. With the excep- 
tion of bridges at the latter place there 
is prospect, of little delay, and that por- 
tion the line is now well on the way 
to completion. 

Near Medley the work, which is ex- 
ceptionally light but lor a couple o( 
bridges over the Siruilikameen, is pro 
grossing very satisfactorily. Early 
spring will see the line between Kere- 
rneos and Medley well covered with 
workmen. The only drawback will be 
i lie condition of the roads during the 
thaws. As the material must be 
teamed both from -Midway and Pontic- 
ton, it is easy to see how the extra tr>.'- 
fic iit. Ibis season of the year will wear 
the roads into such shape that it will 
be very difficult to get in supplies as 
soon us they may be required. Other- 
wise prospects of the line's completion 
are very bright.

THREE INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS FOR THE BOYS. 




HER.K is a pretty experiment with I 
some needles and a piece of cork, 
illustrating the principles of expan- 
, f| on by heat and contraction by cool- ; 

lug. 

Cut an ordinary cork stopper In half 



flown the. middle, and. leaving the flat 
part as the top, scoop a semJcIrtrular piece 
out of I be side, as shown In Figure 1. 
fCow stick the point of a needle into one 
fide, A, and let the eye of the needle rest 
lightly on top of tho other side of the 
cork, B. 

Take a second needle, and stick it up- 
right into the cork, letting Its point pass 
through the eye of needle No. 3. Next In 
needle No. 2 stick a third one into the cork 
In an upright position also. You are now 
ready for your experiment, as shown in 
Figure 2. Light a candle, and, holding the 
cork on the side away from the needles, 
thrust the middle of the horizontal needle 
into the flame. The heat will make the 
needle expand, throwing the needle that 
Is stuck through It.-, eye out of its per- 
pendicular position. As you remove It 
from tht= flame and the needle eojis it 
Will contract, and the second needle will 
return to Its original position. 



The third needle Is there merely as .. 
tt.st. to show you how they move apart 
and together with the expansion and con- 
traction, as shown by the two figures. 

Another pretty and- quite simple experi- 
ment Is to have an Imitation Of a rain- 
storm in a bottle. Get some Canada bal- 
sam and boil It In a flask oyer an alcohol 
lamp. Clouds of turpentine drops will 
form In the, upper part of the flask, and if 
you thrust in a cold glass rod thflse drops 
will condense and fall In ths bottle like 
rain. 

A third simple experiment is one on 
blackness. You know that no paint or 
any other substance In the world Is per- 
fectly black, but there 13 a way to make 
a, figure appear so that It will look blacker 
even than Mack velvet. 

Paint the Inside of a pasteboard box 
black, or cover It with dead-black cloth. Ir 
the lid of the box make a hole, being care- 
ful not to make it larger than one-tenth 
ot the surface of the lid. If now you hold 
the box so that the light wdll not strike the 
hole directly and look through the hoi? 
into the box the hole will appear Intensely 
black.

Electro-Technical association by Professor 
Kora, In which the progress made to per- 
fect' his apparatus for transmitting photo- 
graphs over telegraph wires Is given. Pro- 
fessor Korn slated that the problem of 
telegraphing photographs had been solved 
In principle, experiments nuide by a Ger- 
man professor recently prove thai It is 
possible to transmit a photograph or sketch 
six or seven inches srninrc In a period 
varying from 10 to 20 minutes. These ex- 
periments v.-.- re ciintcd out on a telegraph 
line of otiotlt Urn miles, lint it Is said that 
precisely the same results would be ob- 
tained if the photographs were traiisiiiltU'd 
by a telegraph line or sububtt'lne cable 
5,000 miles In length. 

'me photograph which has to be trans- 
mitted Is placed on a transparent glass 
cylinder, which revolves slowly iind.at tho 
same time moves from right to left. A 
ray of light l.s . ,rown on Ibis cylinder by 
means of an electric lump nnd lens. 11ml 
when toe ray of light, reaches the Interior 
of the cylinder If Is brighter or darker, 
according to the coloring of that particu- 
lar purl of I he pllotOglipll though which It 
passes, Inside tho evlliider is some se- 
lenium, '..-liicii transmits tin' electrical 
current lu proportion to I he Intensity of 
the llg-in brought to bear on it. The se- 
lenium transmits the current more rapidly 
In a bright light and less rapidly 11 s the 
light decreases. The selenium within the 
cylinder Is connected with the win- over 
which the photograph Is to he transmitted. 

The recefyiug stnllon consists of an elec- 
trical Nernst lamp placed Inside a glass 
cylinder covered with sensitised paper. 
The Nernst lamp burns more or less bright- 
ly according to the varying current trans- 
mitted by the selenium at the other end.
